BOY IS MANGLED 


BY HUSKIES AT 
NORTHERN POINT 


Four Dogs Inflicted Terrible I 
juries on Lad—Scarred for 
Life

MeMURRAY, Alta,, Bept. 5—With 
his legs almost torn off and his body 
severely lacerated with wounds from 
the attack of four half-wolf dogs 
Joseph Nactsso, Indian boy, is an in- 
mate of the hospital at Fort Simpson 
having come there through a tragedy 
on the shores of the Great Bear lake, 
an experience which neither he nor his | 
tolka will ever forget. 

Nacteso.. in company with mem 
bers of his tribe, during the month of 
Auguat was camped at a fishery on 
the south shore of the Greet Bear 
lake, putting up a supply of dried 
fieh for the winter, and was returning 
to the village when he was attacked 
end pulled down by four wolfish 
huskies owned by Darcy Arden. 

The boy, who is ‘11 or 12 years oid 
was no match for the big brutes. He 
was dragged a distance of 40 yarde by 
the dogs and horribly mangled. Both 
the calves of his legs were practically 
torn off, while there are numerous 
toothmarks and gashes all over the 
unfortunate child's body.

Edmonton is doing some build- 
ing this summer. Upwards of six 
hundred permits have been taken 
out, calling for the expenditure 
of something like two million dol 
lars. That represents a gain over 
last ear of about fifty per cent. | 
in the number of permits issued, | 
and of nearly one hundred per 
cent. in the aggregate investment. 
By the time twinter calls a halt to 
the operations, the total outlay 
will easily double that of last sea 
son. Last year was the first real 
building year the city saw since 
the collapse of the boom ten years 
ago, It will not be strange, there- 
fore, when the returns are all in 
if it is found tthat more buildings 
have ‘been erected this season and 
more money spent on,them than 
during the nine previous years 
taken, together. 

The amount of construction that 


‘is being~done~would- comprise « 


| 
good year’a program for any city | 
of the size not engaged in the,en- 
livening occupation of wild-at. | 
ting its future. The gain over last 
year, and comparison with preced- | 
ing years, shows that confidence | 
in the city and in the value of city 
property is recovering from ,the 
effects of the reaction and the 
shocks of war conditions, People 
do not lock tup their money, and 
loans of other people’s money, in 
houses and ‘business blocks in a 
town that they think is on jthe 
verge of bankruptey. Nor in a 
town that seems to have reached 
the limit of expansion. Nor in a} 
town that appears likely to have | 
to wait several years !before it can 
feel the Jresults of new ‘business 
development. If ‘‘money talks’’ 
in such cases, the money that is 
being put into buildings here and 
now ‘bespeaks a general and grow- 
ing faith that the city has yweath- 
eredethe worst of the financial 
weather, that there is opportunity 
too more business in the city 
and through commercial enter- 
prises located here, and that bet- 
ter times are in the early rather 
than the remote future. 

Putting up new houses -and 
business premises does not make a 
city. Anyone with the necessary | 
money could ‘build residences and 
sky-crapers in the Sahara if he 
wanted to. But people do not | 
want to do that sort of thing. 
Whether he invests directly, or in- 
directly by making loans to others | 


who wish to build, the investor | 
looks for a place where invest- 
ment is worth while, where there 
is € chance,of getting use or pro 
nt out of it, and a prospect of be- 
ing able to get his money back if 
he.ever wants to sell. The evi- 
dence of the facts is that people 
who have money jo invest, and 
who are free to choose where they 
will invest it, are staking it on Hd 
monton, Unless several hundred 
people who back their opinions 
with their money are badly mis 
taken Edmonton is ‘coming 
back’ and coming fast. (hat | 
confidence is of more importance 
than money as a factor in stimula 
ting a return to normal. | 
There has been nothing in the 
way of a building “campaign” | 
this season, and there,are no signs | 
of any outbreak of the kind. The 
realty market has been quiet. / 
There have been none of the spee- | 
tacular ‘‘stunts’’ which invite the 
world to behold a community that 
is gambling in futures, Little 
property has been changing hands, 
and most of that at prices whieh 
weuld not have been acceptable as
